GIRL WHO KILLED. 
FATHER RELEASED 


Child-Mother’s Act Is 
, Plain Case of Justifiable 
Homicide, Florida Judge 
Declares. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla., Nov. 14.— 
()—Dotha Avant Haines, 16-year- 
old mother who killed her father two 
weeks ago, was freed from murder 
charges at a preliminary hearing to- 
day by Judge George W. Jackson, of 
circuit court. 

Judge Jackson termed the killing 
“a plain case of justifiable homicide” 
after he had heard testimony of the 
girl's mother, sister and brother, all 
eye-witnesses to the tragedy. 

The young mother carried her 8- 
month-old baby daughter to the court- 
room, but she was not called to tes- 
tify. She listened to Judge Jackson's 
decision with no sign of emotion. 

After the decision, she declared that 
she was “very happy,” and that she 
“would go to work at once to support 


her mother and the baby.” 

Mrs. Avant, Dotha’s mother; her 
sister, Bessie, and her brother, Bill, 
testified before Judge Jackson that 
the father, William Avant, a woods- 
rider, had threatened his wife's life 
while he was drinking two weeks ago 
Sunday morning. He attempted to 
draw a knife as his family tried to 
quiet him 


her mother’s life endangered, ran in 
the house, grabbed her father's pistol 
and shot him.

COTTON EXCHANGE 
PROBE ORDERED 


Activities in 3 Cities. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Investigation of speculative activities 
on the New York, Chicago and New 
Orleans Cotton Exchanges will be 
commenced tomorrow by a senate com- 
mittee, as ordered by the senate today 
through adoption of a resolution spon- 
sored by Senator Heflin, democrat, 


Alabama. 

The action was taken without a 
record vote soon after it was recom- 
mended by the audit committee. Chair- 
man MeNary of the agriculture com- 
mittee appointed the following commit- 
tees members to make the inquiry: 
Townsend, Delaware; Walcott, Con- 
necticut; Hatfield, West Virginia, 
and Thomas, Idaho, republicans; 
Smith, South Carolina; Ransdell, 
Louisiana, and Heflin, Alabama, demo- 
crats. 3 

Townsend probably will be chair- 
man. All of the republican members 
are serving their first terms in the 
senate. Townsend said the committee 
would make as thorough an investiga- 
tion as it could between now and De- 
cember 20 when a report with “help- 
ful recommendations must be made to 
the senate.” 

Heflin originally proposed an inves- 
tigation into the effect on cotton prices 


Exchange, but the audit committee 
amended the resolution to confine the 
inquiry to the cotton markets. The 
Alabaman said he would suggest that 
the presidents of the three exchanges 
be asked to appear as well as other 
persons who could tell about “ma- 
nipulations” of prices on the markets. 

In a long introduction, the resolu- 
tion stated that the world cotton crop 
in 1928 was 23,000,000 bales and that 
the world consumption was 25,000,000 
bales, “showing that the consumption 
of cotton was running far ahead of cot- 
ton production.” 

Complaints had been made, it added, 
by cotton farmers, merchants § and 
bankers in the producing states that 
“something is wrong with the cotton 
market and that the price is being de-

The investigation, it continued, 
would serve to help the federal farm 
board in its effort to stabilize the price 
of cotton and to enable the farmers to 
obtain better prices. 

Heflin appeared before the audit 
committee to explain the purpose of 
the resolution and as soon as it was 
reported on the floor he asked for 
its immediate adoption.

In Air Conquest of Arctic’ 


! 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—(United 
News.)—Many a glorious epic has 
been written about the fur trade since 
the days of John Jacob Astor and the 
Hudson Bay Company, but here in 
New York tonight a drama of the 
northland was being pieced together— 
a drama fraught with adventure and 
daring—as terse telegrams came out 
of Nome, Alaska, from the famous arc- 
tic explorer, Carl Ben EFielson. 

Graham B. Grosvenor, president of 


the Aviation Corporation, received the 
comimtinications from the noted pilot, 
and Albert Herskovits, head of a Sev- 
enth avenue fur house, reconstructed 
the story in detail. 

Eielson, the story goes, has ven- 
tured out across 500 miles of barren 
wastes in an open plane, to save the 
lives of five men and a girl, hopeless- 
ly imprisoned in a 50-foot motor ship, 
ice-locked off the coast of Siberia. 

This saga of arctic seas began last 
summer, when the motor ship Nanuk 
left Seattle for its long voyage up the 
North American coast. The Nanuk 
cross the Bering strait to the Siberian 
fur country. On board the craft were 
a crew of four Russians, a Seattle 
fur dealer by the name of Pollister, 
and Pollister’s daughter. 

Having taken on a cargo of white

C. Atkins, of this confer- 
ence, has one of the most unique ap- 
pointments in the conference, since he 
is chaplain at the state prison farm. 
For seven vears he has held that posi- 
tion, and the state prison commission 
is so well pleased with his labors they 
haye asked his return. Looks like 
Mr. Atkins might be “sentenced for 
life” at that charge. Unusual suc- 
cess has accompanied his efforts 
among the prisoners at the farm, since 
he has been instrumental in leading 
some 1,583 men and women to accept 
Christ as their personal saviour and 
dedicate themselves for Christian 
service. During this conference year 
Mr. Atkins has conducted 357 re- 
ligious services, 98. of which were held 
in the death cells with condemned 
men. As a visible result of the serv- 
ices conducted this year 239 men and 
women publicly declared it to be their 
desire and purpose to live a Christian 
life, and voluntarily joined the State 
Farm Religious Association, which is 
“a company of men and women band- 
ed together to study the word of 
God, pray together, and help each 
other work out their salvation.” All 
these also joined the Pocket Testament 
League. the members of which make 
it a rule to read the Bible daily and 
always carry a copy of the New 
Testament with them. At one serv- 
ice two weeks ago at the female camp 
ten women and girls pledged them- 
selves to Christian hving. Mr. At- 
kins is greatly beloved by the men 
and women at the state farm and he 


often receives letters from many who 
have gone from the prison and made 
good. Recently a woman wrote back 
asking tor a certificate of her relig- 
ious character, stating that she had

* The order set up four rate sched- 
ules which will take the place of some 
'80 that have heretofore functioned in 
‘various parts of the state. It acts 
directly oe the benefit of the smaller 
communities, placing them on the same 
footing with the larger centers of pop- 
ulation, which had enjoyed a prefer- 
ence in rates. : : 
Although a general reduction is ef- 
fected in the new rates, the rates 0 
some of the individual customers will 
be increased. This will be due to a 
service charge of $1—in some instances 
$2—which is provided for in the or- 


der. 
Atlanta Benefits. 

Atlanta commercial lighting cus- 
tomers using more than 50 kilowatt 
hours per month,--or whose bill is 
$4.05 per month or more, will be bene- 
fited by the new rate. Customers 
in the same classification in the Au- 
gusta and Macon areas, who use more 
than 40 kilowatt hours per month, or 
whose bills are $3.60 or more, will also 
receive a reduction. 

The point of severance above which 
customers of other areas will receive 
a reduction are: In the Rome area, 
25 kilowatt hours, or a bill of $2.50; 
Winder area, 30 kilowatt hours, or a

Thomas F. McMahon, international 
president of the United Textile Work- 
ers of America, in a ietter to L. L. 
Brown, president of the Southern Tex- 
tile Association, at Spartanburg, S. C., 


today said that “your rejection of our 
offer of assistance causes us consid- 
erable regret.” . 

The letter was in reply to a tele- 
gram from Brown declining McMa- 
hon s offer to assist the Southern Tex- 
tile Associatoion in “readjustment of 
wage schedules and hours to stabilize 
labor and conditions and establish 
union standards.” Brown had replied 
that nis organization was “purely edu 
cational, and we never discuss wages 
or labor,”’ and expressed lack of con- 
fidence in the United Textile Work- 
ers of America. 

“In the first place,”” McMakon in 
his letter today said, “we feel very 
earnestly that the object ofan ‘edu- 
cational organization,’ such as you de- 
scribe yours to be, is fundementally 
concerned with the need for labor sta- 
bility, and a discussion of wage sched- 
ules and hours, is of the very essence 
of such stability. The future progress 
and development of the textile indus- 
try is a primary concern of every 
worker in that industry, and it is con- 
sequently our desire to rehabilitate 
and develop, not to undermine or in- 
terrupt the progress of this industry.” 

The United Textile Workers of 
America do not want to undermine 
the southern textile industry, McMa- 
hon said. “we want to put it on a 
sound business basis, so that the work- 
ers engaged therein may be assured 
of a continuity of employment at a 
wage level that is consistent with an 
‘American standard of living.’ 

“We sincerely, regret the statement 
you mace in reference to a lack of 


confidence in us. We feel that there 
is only one interpretation to put up- 
on it, anc’ that is that it reflects a 
lack of confidence in yourselves and 
the status of ‘an educational associa: | 
tion’ which at a critical time like this 
feels its objective is not concerned 
with the dynamic problem of labor. 

“We earnestly trust fhat the time 
is not far off when we can assist you 
and your members with what we con- 
sider the most fundamental and far 
reaching educational problem you have 
to face.”

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 14.—(#)—Al- 
though employes and customers of the

FIRST SEADROME 
ON BERMUDA LINE 
TO BE OPENED SOON 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Nov. 14.— 
(P)—His experiments with a model 
having proved successful, Edward R. 
Armstrong, inventor of the Armstrong 
seadrome, announced here today that 
the first floating platform for use of 
airplanes will be anchored midway 
between New York and Bermuda late 
this fall, in time for the tourist travel. 

The seadrome, which will be con- 
structed immediately at a cost of $1.- 
790,000, will be stationed 350 miles 
southeast of Sandy Hook, and will be 
a regular stop on an airplane line to 
be operated by Armstrong Seadrome 
Company over the Atlantic between 
these two ports. 

For a month Armstrong has been 
making tests at Cambridge, Md., with 
a 30-foot model. The seadrome wit 
be built on Delaware bay. Contracts 
already have been let for the project. 

The seadrome, the first of a series 
which Armstrong plans to anchor in 
the Atlantic between the United 
States and Europe, will be 1.100 feet 
long and have a landing platform 200 
feet wide. It will have hotel ac- 
commodations, hangars and a wireless 
station. Armstrong plans a_seven- 
hour service between New York and 
Bermuda.

The Carnegie report given out some 
weeks ago cited alleged subsidizing of 
college athletes and described meas-

probably. one college athlete in seven 
is subsidized.” 

Dr. Savage, who was head of the 
commission which spent three years ob- 
taining data on athletic practices in 
colleges the country over, sees a move- 
ment towards “the fulfillment of those 
ideals of American sportsmanship.” 

He said that the foundation 
countered numerous instances in which 
high school coaches and others who 


were concerned with school athletics! the Clark athletic field at 2 o'clock. 


have been waging an active and fruit- 
ful campaign to uphold the amateur 
status of teams and individuals. 

“Such efforts,” he continued, “are 
not confined to the schools. College 
coaches, directors and even some col- 
lege athletes have taken a _ similar 
course.” 

“DARKEST BLOT.” 

“The impairment of the 
status in American college athletics, 
Dr. Savage said, “is the darkest blot 
upon our national sportsmanship, be- 
cause it is rooted in dishonesty and de- 
ceit, and because it involves the break- 
ing of faith, not alone with one’s com- 
rade, but with oneself.” 

Tribute was paid to _ professional 
sportsmen, Dr. Savage declared that 
“the notion that sportsmanship is the 
exclusive property of the amateur is 
erroneous.” He said that the sports

Convincing evidence that both Wasb- 
ington and Wall Street have  deter-

The day brought forth a flood of 
developments which will hasten the 
flow of funds released from specula- 
tion into industry. Most conspicuous 
among these was a further reduction 
in the New York Federal Reserve re- 
discount rate, placing it at 4 1-2 per 
cent for the first time since July, 
1928, 

It was definitely indicatéd in fed- 
eral reserve circles that credit will 
be made as cheap as can be regarded 
as consistent with reasonable  safe- 
guards against inflation. The federal 
reserve is understood to have assur- 
ances of the co-operation of European 
central banks, which are expected to 
reduce their rates to bring them in 
line with the New York rate and pre- 
— an outflow of gold from this cen- 
er.

The federal reserve weekly  an- 
nouncements, which are made after 
the close of the market, disclosed a 
reduction of $710,000,000 in brokers’ 
loans, carrying the total down to 
$4,172,000,000, the lowest level since 
June of 1928, and comparing with the 
record total of October 2 of $6,804.- 
000,000.
